And to 
these wo want to say, Press on; don't 
set your stakes at the end of the ward 
school, nor of the high school 
Knowl- 


edge is power—we might say,'know): 
edge is everything — for knowledge, 
properly used, will bring everything 
within reach of man. But knowledge 
can only be acquired by continual labor 
and discipline To parents who are pa- 
trons of their school, we desire to say, a 
good education is the best inheritance 
your child can receive 
We have often 


thought and remarked that less interest 
is taken in thorough education in Dcca- 
tur than any other place with which we 
were acquainted. We are satisfied a 
change is taking place in this respect.— 
Many of the patrons of this school have 
bright, intelligent boye and girls, capa- 
plc of going to the top round of the lad- 
dor after knowledge. Many have the

I again reproached 
her, and she said : Oh, Mr. Beecher, 
I was wearied ; I have been ' wearied 
with his importunity, or something to 
that effect ; he made me think that if 
I would confess love for you it would 
lead him to confess to me his alienated 
affections, or something to that effect.

I brought her 
pen, ink and paper ; she raised herself 
up and wrote the first part of the re- 
traction and signed it. (Witness here 
identified this paper and read it as 
follows :) 


'Wearied with 
importunity 
and 


weakened by sickness, I gave a letter 
inculpating my friend, Henry Ward 
Beecher, under the aMunmce that it 
would- remove all difficulties' between 
me and my husband. That 'letter I 
now revoke. 
I was persuaded to it, 


almost forced, when I was in a weak 
state of mind. I regret it and recall 
all its statements. 


(Signed) 
"E. B. TILTON." - 


I dictated nothing of this ; I sug- 


gested in the beginning that she ought 
to recall those charges ; after reading it 
ihetook more ink and wrote, "I desire 
to say, especially, that Mr. Beeoher has 
never offered any improper salutations, 
but always treated me in a manner be- 
coming a Christian and a gentleman," 
and" this she signed with her whole 
name, Elizabeth B. Tilton. I did not 
request or suggest that addition. 


I said to her, "This thing might 


come to the earn of mischief-makers, 
and that the paper was merely a pro

Before he left he complimented 


me on behaving so very sensibly; said 
he had no interest in this except as to 
peace, and was very much gratified. 


I don't think I said anything about 


my defense, except in connection with 
this paper. I said nothing like this, 
"Since you know the truth, I would 
throw myself upon your friendship; 
that I believe your desire is to save 
me." 
The overtures of friendship at 


this particular time were not on my 
part. There was no talk about my 'rc*> 
lations or intercourse with Mrs, Tilton, 
nor oi the love I had for her or she 
had for me. I hope I did not use any 
expression like, "On the brink of a 
moral Niagara," in fact, I did-not; and 
I believe nothing that could be con- 
founded with that. It was a business 
interview, turning on the return of that 
paper; I did not say in this connection 
anything about having no power to 
save myself and call on him to save me, 
nothing of that kind; there" was some- 
thing said of his power to serve both 
of us, as he thought he would bo amen- 
able to good sense and reason, I might 
have said I should be glad of his ser- 
vice. In this interview nothing like a 
statement, that I considered sexual in- 
tercourse with Mrs. Tilton as natural 
love for her, was made. I did not say 
I felt justified in it on account of the 
love I had for her, and which I knew 
she had for me.
